V ' AnicriCiin Alliiirs. 
Th'o roBult oi' Iho laLo elections in 
tlio East point to an ovor'vholming 
rejection of Mr Johnson's rcconstrucr- 
tion policy, and indicato that the 
change wrought in tlio minds of the 
KorLh by tlie war is pormanoiit and 
inflexible. With but two exceptions, 
tbo States in which electiouH have been 
hold since the Isfc inst. have sustained 
Congress. Now York, with the larg- 
est Congressional delegation in tho 
Uziion, Bunds only 11 Johnson men to 
20 lladioals, and elects a Jiadical Gov- 
ernor by 8,000 or 10,000 majority. 
Michigai;. rolls up a Radical majority 
of 25,000. Missouri (a border slave 
Slato before the war broke out) sends 
greeting to tho loyal North with a 
majority of 18,000 lor Congress. In 
Illinois tho Iladical Congressman 
Loads tbo Domecratic candidate by 
40,000. In Minnesota and Kansas 
tho Ivepublicans have swept the States. 
In Massachusetts, the Eadical Gov- 
ernor is sent into office with a majority 
of 75,000, and two colored nieri — tho 
first to enjoy tho distinguished honor 
in tho country — aro sent to tho State 
Legislature. Delaware and Maryland 
— two border States in which slavery 
died bard — have alone supported tho 
President's policy ; and a careful os- 
limato of the elections in nineteen 
Slates show a net Hepublican gain of 
four members of Congress. Tho 
Eepublican majority in tho Lower 
House of Congress, so far as known, 
is ninety-eight; and seven States that 
have yet to hold elections for thirty 
representatives cannot alter tho result, 
oven wore they to elect all Democrats 
— a result not at all likely to happen. 
Tho ton Southern States that have 
declined to accept the Constitutional 
amondinent, may now bo induced to 
do 60 — for certainly they can gain 
nothing by remaining as as present 
without a voice in tlie National Coun> 
oils. This amendment provides that 
representation shall bo based upon 
tho number of voters in a State, and 
not upon tho number of its population. 
"Wo will take the State of Yirginia, 
lor instance, and suppose that she 
has 000,000 inhabitants, and that balf 
of that number arc black. These blacks 
cannot vote w^ilhout the consent of tho 
Statu in which iho3^ reside. Accord- 
ing to tiie United States Constitution, 
representation has hitherto been based 
npon population, and Yirginia would 
bo cniitled to one Congressnian for 
ovcry 100,000 inhabitants. TUo Con- 
stituiional amendment, however, as 
we have already stated, provides 
that reprosL'utation shall bo based 
tipou tho number of actual voters 
instead of upon tho number of 
inhabitants. Therefore, until Vir- 
ginia opens tho door to Universa 
Suffrage she will havo only three Oon- 
groBsmon to represent her instead of 
six, as heretofore j and until she ac- 
cepts the Constitutional amendment, 
Bbo will have no representation wliati 
ever. One only of tho Southern States, 
Tenneosee, has aooepted. the amend- 
ment J but the result of the recent eleo» 
tions must convince the Southerners 
that if they hope for any favors at tho 
hands of their Northern brethren they 
must acquiesce in tho ])roposed ar- 
rangement, and either hutlor tho imgrc 
to vote or be content to put up with 
a small and ineffective delegation. 
Should tbo former alternative bo 
adopted — and its adoption is only a 
question of time — there are distric ts 
in whieh the preponderating influence 
of the freedmen will ensure the return 
of representatives of their own rano, 
and the world will soon witness tho 
anomaly of former slaves legislating 
for the section of country in which but 
five years ago they were bought and 
sold as "chattels." Strange ovuiUh 
are recorded in tho history of the 
world } but could there be any event 
moro strange or startling than this 
wonderful ohango which all tbo legis- 
lation of the South or all tho efforts of 
Mr. Johnson and his advisers cannut 
long delay ? The State of Massachu- 
setts oommoncod the anti-slavery agi- 
tation thirty-six years ago, and nt tho 
late elections she inaugurated the 
system of sending black men to the 
Legislature. Next year she will send 
black men to Oongross, and, should the 
millions of negroes in the South be en- 
dowed with tho privilege of thofranch- 
ise, there will soon bo nothing to pie> 
vent a native born black man from at'i 
taining to tbo highest office within 
the gift of tbo people of the United 
States. Great changes have taliion 
plWo in America within the past five 
years ; but the iutoro is pregnant with 



changes in comparison with which 
those just made will seem insignificant. 
The South must bow her neck to tho 
yoke which tho North has prepared 
for it. President Johnson and his 
frionds might as well attempt to stop 
tho wheels of time as to attempt to 
.'itora tho tido of popular sontiment 
which, right or wrong, has lately 
rolled towards thorn, and now 
threatens to overwhelm and sweep 
away all and overj' barrier raised to 
prevent its flow. There is nothing 
loft for tho South but entire and com- 
plete submission, and President John- 
son, having iippealed in vain from 
Congress to tho couiitr}', mmt accept 
the will of the majority for liis future 
policy, and j)rocecd to administer the 
laws as Coii^roes mny direct. Mr 
Johnson may possess tho wisdom to 
fall in with tho views of tho North, 
and propiro to enforce their demands j 
but a sense of tho duty his coiiscienco 
teaches him bo owes to tho ivholc 
Union may impel him to insist that 
tho Constitution of tho country shall 
not bo amended without tho consent 
of throe'<i'ourths in number of all the 
States composing tho Union. This 
course is tho only one that can bo 
constitutionally followed. it was 
adopted before tho slaves were legally 
free, although they were declaroil free 
by Mr Lincoln in his Emancipation 
Proclamation, as an act of military 
necessity," two years previously. 
There can bo no doubt that Mr Juhiir- 
son has constitutional law and ])re- 
cedent to support him ; but tho people 
are against him, and their will over- 
rides all law and precedent, lie mu.st 
either quietly bow to their decision or 
prepare for another "American con- 
flict," in which he can havo not tho 
slightost hope of success.

An attempt to 
interfere with the qucslioii is considered 
settled. If this view be correct it will only 
impel Prussia to rpore quickly complete her 
national work in Germany. 

London, Nov. 9— The Morning Herald 
says the mission of Gladstone to Bomo is to 
reconcile the people to tbeir fate.

Canada aii«l tlis CaiiadlanSi 

The lollouiu;; are aoma estraots from 
Thorenu'fl book on Canada : 

The firat impulse, vthm arrived at Mont- 
real, is to vhit the ohurob of Notre Dame, 
the largctit church edifice on tUis continent, 
lie thus gives his impressiona of tbo wor- 
shippers : 

" Presently came in a troop of Canndiaus, 
in their hoine-sjiun, who hail come to the city 
in a boat witli U3, and one and all knceied 
down in iho aisle before the high altar to 
their devotions, soiiiewhat awkwacdly, as 
cattle prepare to lie down, and then we left 
tliom, as if you were to catch some larm- 
oi.s'bODs from Marlboro', come to cattle show, 
silently kneeling in Concord raeeting'.bouse, 
some Wednesday I Would there not soon 
be a crowd peeping In at the windowa? It 
is true these Itoman Ontbolios, priests and 
all, impress ine as a people who have fallen 
lar behind tho Hignifioanoe of their symbols. 
Tt iii as if nn nx had strayed into a elmrch 
and was trying to bethink liitnsell. Never- 
tliclot'.i ihoy are capabli^ of revuriinee ; but 
wo Yankees are a piMi]ili! in whom this eon- 
titncnt has iirarly liieil nut. and in tlii.-s rcv'^pect 
wo cannot bethinl; ourselves even as an o.\." 

Of Quebec, ho says : 

"Tho founder:! of the colony IhouLdil thi^ 
nu excellent tito for a wall — and, no doubt, 
it was a better file in some rusptots tor a 
wall than a city, bat it elianct.d that a city 
got behind it. It ehanecd, too, that e Lower 
i'own got before it, and oluiig like an oysli^r 
to the outside of the crag:', as you may 
,it low lido, it i;i i'.ii if yuii were to eiinie to 
a country villago surrcundi'd by pali.sades iu 
the old Indian fashion — interesting only aa a 
relic of antiquity and barbarism. A forliSed 
town is like a man cased in the heavy armor 
of anti<piity, with a horse-load of broadswords 
and small arms ainiig to him, endeavoring to 
go about his business." 

The rural old French names pleased bis 
fancy. He says : 

" I began to dream of Provence and the 
Troubadours, and of places and things wliic^li 
have no existence on the eiUth. 'I'licy veiled 
ilie Indian and tho pnniitivu forest , and the 
woods toward llndson l!ay were only as llio 
forests ol France and tjLMiaariy. 1 could nut 
at oru;e br'iii; inysolf to beliovo that toe iii- 
habilaiits wlio proiiouiieed daily tbosi; lieau- 
tilul and to me hignilicant names, lea<l as 
proeaie Uvea as wo in Xew Mngland. lii 
short, the Camula wliich 1 paw was not merely 
a place lor railroads to terminate in ani( for 
eriaiinals to run to," 

He llnda that the farm hon.-e.R have, i)rop- 
erly speaking, no front doors, and thus philo- 
sophizes : 

"Every New England house, on tho con« 
trary, has a front and principal door openiug 
to tho great world, though it may be on tlin 
colli side, for it stands on the highway of 
n.itions, and tlio road whieh rnn,-^ by it 
comes from the Old World ami goes to tlio 
far IVeal; but tho Canadiaii'^door (qiens into 
the baek-yard and farm alono, and the road 
which leads behind his house leads only 
from tho oburob of one saint to that of an- 
other." 

He says of these rural Canadians: 
"'I'hey liave no money invested in iailrnad 
stocks, and protmldy never will have. If 
they have got a I'reiieh piira.ie lor a nilroad, 
it is as much as yon can o.xpeet ol tlieni. 
They are very tar from a reVLi'ii'.i on; have 
no (luarrel with church or plate, but Iheir 
vice and their virtue is content. As for an- 
nexation, they have never dreamed of ii; 
indeed, they bavs not a clear ti'ea of what or 
where tho States nro. The English Govern- 
ment hi\5 been remarkably liberal to its 
Callhdic sniijiicts in Canada, ]itrinitiing tliein 
to wear their iron letters, both politieal and 
religions, as far aa was possible lor eubiccts. 
Their Government is even too good for 
them."

Chas. Waterton, of Yorkshire, Eng., colo- I 
'bratod for onoo having ridden a crocodile, j 
was a man of rcmatkablo physical powers I 
and Bioguiar habits. Il is related of biu 
that wheh-^l'J^years'of ogo'be Borotohed the 
back part of bis head with the great too of 
his right foot. The orocodile»riding waa one 
of Mr Wutorton's humblest feeta, for tho 
bruto had been caught by an immense hook 
baited with raw flesh, and was being dragged 
along tho river bunks by a crowd of natives, 
when Mr Waterton jumped astride him. j 
SnmethiDg akin to this, only much bolder, ' 
was hugging tho Uornoo ourang-outaug in 
tbo i^oological gardens iu 1861. Think of an 
old gentleman sevonty-oight years old, 
entering tho cage of a ferooions ope, 
and, while clasped in his embrace, 
studying the formation of its hands and 
teeth. At the same timo he jumped over a 
fence three feet six inches high, without 
touohlng hand or foot. Mr. Waterton never 
in his whole life, drank wine, spirits or boer 
delighting in very weak black tea. For 30 
years ho never slept in a bod, but found tho 
liard boards a pleasant couch. Then he was 
perpetually bleeding himself, whenever ho 
ielt a tightneas In iiis chest or any sort of ill- 
ness, tr.kiiig from liiniscif as much aa IG or 
20 ounces at a lime, and letting the blood 
riui until ho felt (luito comfortablo, when ho 
would bind np his arm himself as handily as 
tho cleverest surgeon. As for his fastings, 
thoy were severe to the last degree, exceed- 
ing the severest rules of the Bomish church, 
and no remonstranoes, either oi priest or 
doctor, could ever induce bim to . diminish 
them. Yet he lived to be 83 years old. 

Lace mad>! dv Caterpillabs. — A most 

extraordinary Bpoeios of manufacture, which 
is in a slight degree connected with copying, 
has been contrived by an ollicor of enginiers 
residing at Munich. It consists of laco and 
veils, willi open patterns iu them, made en- 
tirely by caterpillars. Tho following is tho 
mode ol proceeding adopted : Having made 
a ]iahte ol the leaves ol the plant on which 
the species of caterpillar he employs food, he 
spreads it thinly over a stone, or rather flat 
substance of tho size required. IIo then, 
with a camel's hair pencil dipped in olive 
oil, draws tho pattern he wishes the inseeln 
to leave open. Tho atone is then placed in 
an inclined position, and a considerable num- 
ber of caterpillars are placed at the bottom 
A peculiar species is chosen which spin a 
strong web ; and tho animals commence at 
the oottom, eating and spinning their way up 
to the top, carefully avoiding every part 
touched by the oil, but devouring every other 
port of tho paste. The extreme lightness of 
these veils combined with some stienglh, is 
truly astonishing. One of them, measuring 
2ii i.< inches by 17 inches, weighed only 1:51 
grama. — Ba'bagc uii the Economy o/ i)/a- 
chiutri/.
